DISASTER AT SEA 
PLACED AT 400 


Only Eight Persons Saved 
From VTreck of An 
Ex cursion Boat 


ST. PHILBERT DOWN 
OFF FRANCE’S COAST 


Capsized In Storm and 
Sank Near St. Nazaire 
Sunday Night

NANTES, France. June 15.—Owm- 
ers of the ex cursion steam er St. 
Philib ert which sank with a load 
of 
picknickers 
during

storm yesterday in the Bay of Bis­ 
cay today fix ed the num b er drowm- 
ed at “ab out 400.” 
Officials of the line said not more 
than fifty of the party on the out­ 
ing had stayed b ehind on Noirmout- 
ier Island w hen the ship started her 
return trip to N antes in threatening 
weather. 
This 
afternoon two 
automob iles 
arrived with 43 who had refused to 
b oard the ship for the return trip. 
This evening thousands of griev­ 
ing men and w'omen crow’ded the 
quay here dem anding new’s of m em ­ 
b ers of their families wdio were on 
the St. Philib ert. 
They storm ed the 
steam b oat office pleading to b e al- 
low’ed

join 
the 
vessels 
wdiich 
W'w-'e putting out all day to search 
the vicinity w here the disaster oc­ 
curred. 
The b odies of several women pas­ 
sengers were picked up this m orn­ 
ing and they were completely de 
void of clothing—so pow'erful was 
the lashing fury of the weaves. The 
b ody of an unidentified 18-year-old 
girl was still w arm when fished out 
b ut life proved to b e ex tinct after 
several hours of medical treatm ent.

15.—President Hoover traveled into 
the middle west today on a three 
days’ tour of as many states to de­ 
liver speeches eagerly awaited b y 
repub lican m anagers interested in a 
second term for him. 
The first ad­ 
dress is tonight at Indianapolis 
A large crowd cheered Mr. and 
Mrs. Hoover as they b oarded the 
train at Orange, Virginia, last night. 
The president stood on the b ack 
platform in a b ig overcoat worn 
dowm from the storm swept m ount­ 
ains near his Rapidan camp and 
waved his hat to the crow'd. Mrs. 
Hoover also responded b y smiling 
and nodding. 
Crossing W est Virginia early to­ 
day Mr. Hoover invited to his spe­ 
cial train for the trip from Charles­ 
ton to Huntington, Governor Con­ 
ley, Senator Hatfield, and other re­ 
pub lican leaders. 
Mr. Hoover is pursuing a path 
that leads into the states of Ohio 
and Illinois which, wutli Indiana, de­ 
livered 
many repub lican seats to 
the dem ocrats in the congressional 
election last year. 
His trip follows closely the b oom 
for his renom ination sounded last 
week b efore the conference of young 
repub licans at W ashington b y Chair­ 
man Fess of the repub lican nation­ 
al com m ittee and cab inet memb ers. 
However, the journey was planned 
b y the P resident some time ago.

The speaker was L ester W\ Hoo­ 
ver, m anager of the Flower Dry 
Goods store, who made a classifi­ 
cation talk on dry goods m erchan­ 
dising. 


Mr. Hoover told of the increased 
cost 
of 
retail 
m erchandising this 
year as compared w’ith last, quoting 
from statistics. He said that the 
volume of sales had b een decreased, 
was the reason for the increased 
cost. He stated tha t John M. Wan- 
nem aker was the first to introduce 
the one price in the one price sales 
plan calling for the actual m arking 
of the price on the price tag on 
each article. 
This plan is now’ uni­ 
versal, he added. 
The custom er has b een given a 
great deal of thought he said. T rain­ 
ing schools and teaching of sales­ 
manship 
to 
salesm en 
and 
sales­ 
women 
in 
departm ent stores 
has 
b een one of the m eans of training 
the staff to take care of the cus­ 
tomers 
with 
the 
proper 
courtesy 
and ' thought In mind. 
It is true, said the speaker, that 
the m erchant m ust give the first 
thought to the b uying, and out of 
necessity he also m ust give consid­ 
erab le thought to the cost of run­ 
ning his 
b usiness 
and 
the 
fix ed 
overhead 
cost. 
The 
departm ent 
store today is also prepared to give 
style information, and keeps right 
up to date along this line. They 
have a fashion service for the cus­ 
tom ers provided them b y a New 
York 
service, in which they are 
ab le 
to keep 
their custom ers 
in­ 
formed in the latest. 
There seems to b e a general at­ 
titude of cutting of stocks and that 
departm ent stores are not stocking 
up as heretofore. They are how­ 
ever stocking up on fast turn-over 
merchandise. Of these articles the 
foremost in the w’omen’s w’ear is 
gloves, W’hich are made either in 
France or Germany. Last season, 
the demand was for b lack, and mer-

SEVERE DROUGHT 
IN THE NORTHWEST

’WASHINGTON, 
June 
15.— The 
w eather b ureau said today a drought 
worse than the b listering dryness of 
last year has gripped the northw’est 
from W isconsin to the Pacific. 
Much 
of 
the w’heat 
and 
other 
crops were said to b e b eyond re­ 
covery and the prospects for relief 
b y rain slight. 
The situation w’as said to b e “ser­ 
ious” in W estern North Dakota and 
eastern sections of Montana, Oregon 
and W ashington. 
In at least six 
states the deficiency of rainfall this 
spring has ex ceeded the lack of 
moisture last year. 
The 
condition 
of 
spring 
w’heat 
was describ ed as the poorest on 
record. 
In the rem ainder of the country, 
hoAvever, there is sufficient mois­ 
ture for present needs, although the 
b ureau said the south “is getting 
pretty dry.” 
E ast of the Appala- 
chains, from North Carolina to New 
England, there has b een an ab un­ 
dance of rain. 
Appeals 
for 
financial 
aid 
have 
reached the agriculture departm ent 
from North Dakota and Montana. 
Reopening 
of 
drought 
loans 
was 
asked in Phillips and Valley coun­ 
ties, M ontana and Mountrail coun­ 
ty North Dakota. 
Requests 
for 
additional 
loans 
also have b een made from single 
counties in Tex as, Missouri, South 
Carolina and Georgia. 
In the tw’o 
latter 
states 
some 
farm ers 
have 
suffered hail damage.

NAUTILUS BEING 
TOWED TO PORT 
BY BAmESHIP 


Arctic 
Sub marine 
Was 
Disab led When Her 
Engines Failed 


LANDING EXPECTED 
AT QUEENSTOWN 


Breakdown W^as Nearly 
Thousand Miles From 
First Destination 


By The Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, 
June 
15.—The 
b attleship W yoming reported to the 
Navy D epartm ent today tha t it wras 
tow’ing the Arctic sub m arine “Nau­ 
tilus” at five knots on a course 
east of northeast from the position 
in mid-Atlantic w here she b ecame 
disab led. 
The b attleship took the Nautilus 
in tow at 5:30 a. m. (EST). 
Since early Sunday the W yoming 
and the Arkansas, now on midship­ 
men cruises to European W’atera, 
had b een standing b y the disab led 
sub marine. 
Sir H ub ert Wilkins, her 
commander, reported that one of the 
Diesel engines upon which she de­ 
pends for surface motive power had 
stalled. 
It was estim ated tha t from the 
position last given b y the Nautilus 
the course on which she was b eing 
towed would take her to Queen- 
town, Ireland. 
The undersea craft, in which Sir 
H ub ert plans to reach the N orth 
Pole b y navigaing b eneath the ice, 
b roke down while nearly 1,000 miles 
from its first point of destination— 
Land’s End, England. 
Its takeoff 
point for the undersea dash is Spitz 
b ergen. 
The sub mersib le has encountered 
heavy seas since she left Province- 
town, Mass., June 4. Saturday ,tho 
starb oard 
surface 
engine 
failed 
when a cylinder cracked. Forced to 
proceed on its port surface engine a t 
ab out eight knots in good w eather, 
the sub m arine strained her rem ain­ 
ing 
motor 
when 
she 
nosed 
into 
rough seas. 
Sunday the second en­ 
gine failed. 
To add to the peril of 
those ab oard, the b atteries, used for 
under-surface 
travel, 
lost 
their 
power. 
She then called for help. 
Captain Sloan Danehover, an ex ­ 
perienced sub m arine officer, is in 
command of the W ilkin’s craft. The 
crew is composed largely of form er 
naval men.

The British adm iralty has abandoned 
hope of rescuing any of the eighteen men 
tra ppe d in the subm arine Poseidon which 
w ent down in the China sea a fte r collis­ 
ion. 
Div ers tapping on the hull failed to 
receiv e any answer. 
The disaster would 
hav e been g reater if a safety dev ice had 
not been av ailable for most of the offi­ 
cers and crewL 
British nav al craft w ent 
a t once to the scene 
after the collision 
and efforts hav e been m ade to raise the 
sunken submarine. 
The latest trag ed y of div ing craft is 
y^t to be explained. 
The men who hav e 
died in it must hav e been av /.y from 
av enues of escape or they would hav e 
taken their chance of reaching the sur­ 
face as their com rades did. 
W ha t has

Yet, 
m en will continue to ship in submarines, 
alw ays hoping tha t theirs will not be 
am ong the lost. Their m ates in the serv ­ 
ice shudder a t the awTulness of death 
within a sunken submarine, 
but brace 
themselv es to the cold thought tha t it is 
in the d a y ’s work.

The small tow'n belongs to the farmer. 
It exists mainly, if not entirely to serv e 


him. 
It is the place he goes for a loaf of 


bread or a loan at the bank. 
It is there 
usually,, tha t he attends a lodge meeting 
or a chicken pie supper. 
If the farm er 
nev er w anted a loaf of bread or a chick­ 
en pie supper there would not be any 
town. 
There might be a filling station 
and a hot dog stand for the conv enience 
of trav elers, but it would not be a town. 
Time was, in the days of mud roads and 
plow-horse trav el tha t we were more or 
less bound to the small v illage nearby. 
Now we can take it or leav e it. 
If we 
choose, we can go to the city for our 
clothes ,food 
and 
entertainm ent. 
We 
hold the pow er of life and death ov er the 
little local town- 
If we neglect it, it must 
surely starv e to 
death, 
for it has no 
means 
of 
self-support. 
A 
few 
small 
towns hav e so died, but tha t most of them 
.remain show we still w ant them. 
We 
^ a y pretend to think lightly of tha t town 
but still we 
w ant a 
location 
for our 
churches, lodges and high schools. 
We 
still w'ant a place close at hand wdrere we 
can find a doctor, druggist, a v eterinar­ 
ian, a ball of tw'ine or a plowshare. The 
sort of m erchants Av e find in our town 
are the sort we support with our patron­ 
age. 
If we m ake a policy of dealing only 
with the man who carries a goodly as­ 
sortm ent of dependable articles he will 
stay in business and prosper, and as he 
prospers he will naturally offer better as­ 
sortments and better serv ice. 
So with 
the kind of lawyers, or doctors and den­ 
tists. 
In a city farm ers m ay not hav e 
much influence on the character of busi­ 
ness and professional men, but in the lit­ 
tle town patronage is the confronting in­ 
fluence. 
The little town is more than a 
conv enience 
for buying ev ery-day sup­ 
plies. 
It. is more than a first-aid station 
in case of a broken leg or a broken bin­ 
der. 
It is the community center where 
social life of the farm people finds its 
most natural and most potent expression. 
The casual contacts of people mingling 
with one ano ther as they go about their 
errands are cv hat bind a community with 
a character all its own. Quite a pa rt from 
any formal organization the community 
spirit tha t centers in the farm ers’ town is 
fundam ental unit in the agricultural life 
of our country. Out little towns represent 
us as do our red barns and tall silos. 
It 
IS our responsibility and our opportunity. 
v Ve can select its business and profession­ 
al people almost as we cull our flocks and 
herds, retaining those we w ant and elimi­ 
nating those who do not m easure up to 
our standards. 
W e can influence its citi­ 
zenship by choosing 
the 
doorways 
we 
enter and the counters ov er which we 
buy our goods. 
The little town is ours 
and it will be w hat we m ake it.

The local new spaper speaks with au­ 
thority for and to its neighbors; it com­ 
m ands the confidence of those who buy 
It; It is welcomed into the home- 
Its 
message carries the w eight of words from 
an inv ited guest. 
It does its job honestlv 
and with the knowledge tha t it is talking 
to the people who know w here and with 
whom the 
responsibility 
for its state­ 
ments rest. 
It is not a g reat big theatri­ 
cal thing with its actors behind scenes 
and its point of responsibility obscured by 
Ullk^o^\ll persons and fictitious by-lines. 
Ev ery city and community worth while 
has one of these newspapers. 
It m ay be 
in a city of a half million, for neighborli­ 
ness is not altogether gone from ev en the 
la ig e r cities, or it may be in a progres­ 
siv e little community of a few hundred 
souls, 
herev er it is it s the most im por­ 
tant institution in the community. 
It is

Still, there are plenty of strings 
tied to this newest of api)lied radio 
arts to hold it vithin the experi­ 
mental stago for at least a year to 
come—maybe longer. 
Engineers have tackled the prob­ 
lem of transmitting light Impulses 
in the 
form 
of 
electrical 
energy 
from 
basic 
standpoints, 
one 
of 
which deals purely with its enter­ 
tainment value and the other with 
its application to commercial tele­ 
phone work. 
It is In the entertainment field 
that television is expected to find 
its 
most 
immediate 
use. 
Already 
that is becoming apparent in New 
York, Chicago, Boston and a few 
other centers, where ‘‘audiovision” 
programs—sound and 
sight 
syn­ 
chronized—are 
being 
broadcast. 
This entertainment, while at pres­ 
ent somewhat crude, no doubt has 
the effect of enhancing sound radio. 
The 
combined 
programs 
Jiave 
none of the obstacles of the movies 
in the matter of synchronization. It 
is merely a question of using two 
transmitters, one over which sound 
is sent and the other for the pic­ 
tures. At the receiving end there 
are 
two 
receivers, 
one 
for 
the 
sound and the other for television. 
The country’s pioneer audiovision 
stations are located in Chicago and 
New York. Their transmissions, of 
a test nature so far as pictures are 
concerned, consist largely of tele­ 
vision part of the regular sound pro­ 
grams, with occasionally something 
particularly adapted 
to 
television 
thrown in. 
Other experimental stations, send­ 
ing pictures only, are situated In 
Washington, 
Passaic,

Television 
telephone 
W’ork 
in 
America has been left to the Bell 
Telephone laboratories. Under the 
direction of Dr. Herbert E. Ives, an 
experimental 
line, 
approximately 
tw’o and one half miles long, has 
been set up in New York, Over this 
system, w’hich the engineers have 
called 
the “ ikonophone,” one can 
see the person with whom he is 
talking and at the same time be 
seen at the other end of the line. 
The photoelectric 
cell 
is 
the 
microphone of the television trans­ 
mitter. 
It picks up 
the reflected 
light from an image and transforms 
it 
into 
an 
electrical 
counterpart. 
So that there will be an interrupted 
signal, the light beam is first pass­ 
ed through a scanning disk, having 
a spiral of tiny holes near its outer 
edge. 
It was this disk, still the basis of 
most television systems, that w'as 
developed by Nipkow’ long before 
the day.s of modern radio 
equip­ 
ment. 
At the receiver the loudspeaker 
is a neon lamp, which in a sense 
makes a copy of wiiat the photo­ 
electric cell picks up. It also re­ 
quires a scanning disk, wiiich re­ 
volves in front of it at identically 
the

transmitter. The two are kept in 
step automatically.

Other than being one of the long­ 
est regular sessions, the assembly 
will be noted for passing and act­ 
ing upon one of the most important 
programs of outstanding proposals 
that ever confronted a Missouri leg­ 
islature.

of the state survey commission for 
increased 
state 
income taxes for 
individuals 
and 
corporations 
for 
more financial aid from the state 
for public schools and state institu­ 
tions. 
The battle was waged in the sen­ 
ate during the latter part of the 
actual lawmaking period, with rural 
forces 
aligned 
against the cities, 
and after a virtual two-weeks dead­ 
lock, the compromise measures for 
the 
increased 
income tax and 
a 
school 
and 
educational 
bill 
were 
passed. 
The income tax increase will raise 
the state tax of one per cent to a 
graduated scale ranging from one to 
four per cent, producing about $6,- 
500,000 additional revenue a year. 
The history-making impeachment 
case against Treasurer Brunk play­ 
ed an important part in this through 
out the lawmaking period, with the 
dominant rural group in the house, 
which W'as strongly back of the sur­ 
vey commission plans, holding up 
the voting of the articles until near 
the end of the period because of a 
fear the senate, antagonistic to the 
survey 
program 
as recommended, 
mught use the Brunk trial to side­ 
track the survey bills. 
Another legislative highlight of 
the session is the law for a state 
highw^ay patrol to police Missouri’s 
highway system. 
Defeated at two 
previous sessions, it finally was put 
over during the closing days of the 
actual lawmaking period. 
It will 
create a force consisting of a state 
superintendent, to be named by Gov­ 
ernor Caulfield, 10 district captains 
and 115 patrolmen. 
Still another important proposal 
before the assembly, which would 
feature any legislature, but which 
ran afoul of Governor Caulfield’s 
veto, W'as the act to redistrict Mis­ 
souri’s 16 congressional districts in­ 
to 13 new' districts under federal 
reappointment. 
Put through by the democratic 
majority in the legislature on the 
basis of eight democratic and five 
republican districts, the plan was 
disapproved by the chief executive, 
who is a republican, and unless a 
special session is called to redis­ 
trict before the 1932 election, Mis­ 
souri’s congressmen wTll be elected 
from the state-at-large. 
The gover­ 
nor vetoed the bill because he be­ 
lieved it unfair and the districts not 
compact as to population as the fed­ 
eral act provides. Another measure 
redistricting the 34 state senatorial 
districts, W’as passed by the senate 
but W'as ignored by the house. 
More 
stringent 
state 
regulation 
and licensing of busses and heavy 
freight 
trucks 
operating 
on 
the 
state highways will be provided un­ 
der another important bill passed. 
Most of the new legislation, w’ith 
the 
exception 
of 
that 
carrying 
emergency clauses, w'ill not go into 
effect until about the middle of 
September, as a result of the length 
of the session. 
It will become the 
law' ninety days after sine die ad­ 
journment toda}'.
